Various Points of View. 

The intrepid members of the Cal- 
ifornia Art Club have launched. their 
fourth annyal exhibition the 
Blanchard -gallery—and the loud 
outcry of the critics may be heard in 
the land. 

Not the professional reviewers of 
art. These unperturbed ‘spirits are not 
given to vituperation and abuse. They 

ave learned its folly and unfairness. 
No, those who rave are the self-con- 
stitute’ censors of all art endeavor; 
the pallid pessimists who believe, or 
affect to believe, that Los Angeles 
is doomed forever to hopeless philis- 
tinism; the know-it-alls whose knowl- 
edge is nil, and who therefore feel 
perfectly competent to squash every 
painter's modest pretensions into a 
cocked hat. 

For them, the prophet who once 
lived around the corner. is without 
honor. It matters not that he is now 


winning fame and fortune in Paris 
or London, and that his utterances 
are being Hstened to with high re- 
spect. They knew him and pitied him 
when he was a struggling nner-—— 
or ag course, he must be struggling 
s 


With malice toward none, I stepped 
into the Blanchard gallery the other 
day. I took in the whole exhibition at 
a glance,“and was. most pleasantly 
elate. I at once thought—and still 
think—that it was the best exhibition 
ever given by the painters of Los 
Angeles. There may have been more 
notable single pictures in other ex- 
hibitions, but in this one the average 
standard of excellence is higher. The 
gallery itself has come a better 
plaee for the housing of pictures. 
Its walls have been painted an agree 
able gray, making an almost pertect 
background for the display of color. 
Its former flamboyant tone has been 
annihilated—has been brought to 
keep its place. 

“Now, this is something like,” I 
said to myself. “We are growing in 
our appreciation of the fitness of 
things. We are learning that strength 
ginning to 
really is.” 

But my innocent complacency was 
rucely shattered the very next mo- 
meni. <A trumpet tone at my elbow— 
the man who clanged it out was sit} 
ting on a bench—called me to th 
fray. 

“Did you eyer see such 4 rotten ex- 
hibition in all your life!” Fe 

For a moment I was ®aralyzed, th 
onslaught waes.so unexpected, so ut- 
terly uncalled for. Then I rallied to 
the defense, though | felt all the time 
that the fourth annfal exhibition of 
the California Art Club stood in no 
need of my feeble support. For the 
exhibition was there, its own trium- 
phant vindication. It said, in its quiet 
way, but louder than words: “I am 
the best show ever. held in Los An- 
geles by local painters!” 

I respect my opponent as a man 
of unusual intelligence in most mat- 
ters. But I have no high opinion of 
his value as an art critic. If I ever 
did have it, it's gone. So I did not 
argue with him long. Feeling myself 
growing rapidly hotter and hotter 
under the collar, I wisely moved on. I 
don't like to come to blows with any 
man in public. 

But I found myself surrounded by 
the enemies of art and artista—by 
men and women who, though they 
pretend to love, dislike art, and go 
to galleries to give vent to all their 
private spleens and prejeices. If you 
listen to. them you may be led to 
i; believe that the art impulse in Los 
Angeles is deader than a door nail— 
even if it has ever existed at all. The 
artist speaks to them in vain. They 
remain untouched by his dream, un- 
responsive to his message of beauty. 
He asks them for bread, and they 
give him a stone. Shame! 

It's an imbecile farmer who, hav- 
ing planted a hill of potatoes, imme- 
diately proceeds to dig them up and 
hack them to pieces with his hoe— 
still protesting that he expects a full 
harvest in the fall. Art is even more 
delicate than a potato, needs more 
care in its nurture. Why not let it 
have a chance with rain and dew— 
and plenty of sunshine? Why not, 
once planted, let it grow? Why stamp 
“on it with both feet and tear it to 
pieces with both . hands?

For, of course, Bur- 
geass knows very well that it is non- 
sense. If he has Kept his eyes open 
on sunny days he has seen many 4 
purple cow, for he bas discovered that 
sunlight on a sieek black cow, trans- 
forms her completely, making her a 
bright purple in hue. If he has not 
seen her, he had better change his 
spectacles and bolster up bis hopes, for 
Dame Nature has Many wonderful! dis- 
closures for him. ; 

Perhaps she will take him by the 
hand and lead him right straight to 
Helena Dunlap’s “Breakfast"-——which 
‘jis a pieture, not a meal. What a 


revelation of the necromapcy of light} 


that will be to him! His purple cow 
will be left so completely in the shade 
that he'll never think of that brilliant 
bovine again. He'll drink of indigo 
blues to the very dre d perhaps 
wake up to the realization that by 
means of her calculated use of them 
Miss Duniap has painted life and ‘light. 
But what a storm:.of abuse this tal- 
vented painter has raised! What a tem- 
pest rages round the blue teacup the 
girl‘in the picture is holding! A hun- 
dred critics attack the girl's blue hair 
—for blue it undeniably is. A hun-| 
dred others declare she looks like an 
invalid. - (This because she is break- 
fasting in bed, thus making the critics 
confuse moral censorship with that of 
art. Why isn’t the hussy up and 
dressed, like all proper Puritans?) | 

Nevertheless, -though her hair is 
blue, the girl doesn’t look in the 
least sick. She looks very much alive, 
thoroughly satisfied with her break- 
fast and herself, highly pleased to be 
lying at @Gase in all that cool white 
linen, glad to have.the bright morn- 
ing light ground her. Perhaps these 
are the very things Miss Dunlap has 
been trying to express in paint. I 
think she has wonderfully succeeded. 
If she needed many tubes of uitra- 
marine blue to do it. why stint her 
allowance? Critics, pause and pon- 
der! You wouldn't have done it that 
way, perhaps—but you must remem- 
ber that you are not Helena Dun-- 
lap. What I'm driving at is that there 
are various. points of view and vari- 
ous ways of doing the same thing. | 
See, gentle reader? What's the use of 
looking at pictures at all if you ob- 
stinately refuse to try to get under 
the artist’s skin? Go home and stare 
at the four blank walls of your bed- 
room-——they may prove more condu- 
cive to an understanding of the sig- 
nificance of art. You may discover 
that a picture is more than a slavish 
copy of nature—that it is an Inter- 
pretation. Imitation, you will find, 
has very little to do with art. 

“That blue hair is all right,” said 
a wide-awake young woman to me, 
“but if I was to paint yours I'd make 
it green.” She was right—and I don't 
for a moment believe she meant to 
be facetious. Green hair or blue, & 
matters not which, so long as the 
color is in harmony with your 
acheme. Again I repeat, the best 
imitation is not the best art, though 
sometimes correct imitation is not 
without its value. 

I gtrolied further—and fared 
worse. This time Carl Os@ar Borg 
was being flayed by another man 
whose intelligence I respect, but who 
gives his opinions on art In a pugil- 
istic and opinionated manner. “Huh” 
he snorted, looking at the fine big 
canvas, “Egyptian Village.” which 
Borg had generously sent us all the 
way from Paris. “Does he call it 
moonlight? I never saw moonlight 
like that.” 

“Moonlight may leok like that In 
Egypt.” I suggested mildly. 

But he would not listen to me, 
though undoubtedly Borg had studied 
his subject with all his artistic facul- 
ties on the alert, and had felt the 
beauty of the scene most keenly. No 
—Sir Oracle wanted the painter to 
feel as he felt, to see as he saw, 
even though he must have known 
that an artist is more subtly sensitized 
than a layman. 

Let us endeavor to avoid provincial- 
ism in criticism. Let us try to take 
a more cosmopolitan point of view. 
This ie no easy matter, I admit, but 
it is not impossible. But it requires 
study, observation, thy habit of mak- 
ing comparisons. By making careful 
comparisons, we will not fall into the 
mistake of expecting the impossible 
from our painters... of demanding 
more than is asked of them in Lon- 
don or Paris or Munich. “Egyptian 
Village’ has been reproduced in one 
of the Paris art journals, and Carl 
Oscar Borg has received glowing’ 
tributes from at least three well- 
known art critics of that city. Self- 
appointed critics of Angeles, 
pause and ponder! It is highly im- 
probable that you a 
keener understanding of arts 
quirements than Parisians, ; 

I have never lived In city— 
though I have lived fn New York 
and Chicago, among others-—where 
they objected so strongly to “pretty” 
pictures. as they do in Los Angeles. 
Nobody near me had a good word for 
Charies Percy Austin’s “Climing 
Roses.” Now, this is undoubtedly a 
pretty picture, but I contend that fit 
is much more than that. To me it 
seems well painted, full of a. senti-

LONDON, Oct. 11.—Queen Mary,

HARDSHIP FOR VIENNA. 


War in Balkans Has Made It Al- 

most Impossible to Get Telephone 

Service. , 

[4. P. Correspondence to The Times | 

VIENNA, Oct. 11.—Because of the 
recent war in the Balkans, it is impos- 
sible for thousands of would-be tele- 
phone subscribers in Vienna to get 
service. There is little chance to- 
day -to get a telephone in your house 
under a year, and the reasna is that 
the money ordinarily expended by the 
government on telephones in Vienna 
has been diverted for imilitary pur- 
poses. The public is indignant; there 
is constant complaint of interruptions 
to the service; the breaking of con- 
nections during conversations, outsid 
noises on the line, etcetera, but all to 
no purpose. There is no money te 
spend on the system; nearly all the 
workmen havé been dismissed, and 
the opening of three new exchanges 
promised for this fall has been Indef- 
inftely posiponed. 

For several years past Vienna h 
suffered from what might be called a 
veritable telephone famine. The de- 
mand for telephores quickly exhaust- 
ed the capacity of the government sy's- 
wm. -NG private person could nope 
to get a telephone under a year or 20, 
and when the time came to put in the 
apparatus nothing was ever done be- 
fore an official had called to inquire 
if the: telephone wa still desired. It 
frequently happened that the intend.

“THE WONDER BOOK.” 
CRUSOF. By Daniel Defoe George W. 
Jacobs & Co., Philadelphia 
N ALL LITERATURE there may 
not be found another novel that has 
sustained its popularity so well as 
“Robinson Crusoe.” The book was 
written in 1719, by a man who was 58 
years old. Ifistantly it found favor 
with the public, and each generation 
has read it with eagerness—and usu- 
ally emulated Mr. Crusoe in the near- 
est vacant lot or in the family back 
yard to the best of juvenile ability. 
Defoe is deserving of a higher place 
in literature than is generally ac- 
corded him. In his day he wrote in 
defense of enfranchising women; he 
stirred the kingdom with his pamph- 
lets on the important issues of the 
day and got himself placed in the pil- 
lory and fined for his sarcasm and 
daring. He was one of the most pro- 
lific writers of that abundant period, 
and his “A History of the Plague” is 
well worth the reading—and yet his 
name has been saved from oblivion by 
a story that few children have never 


read. 

The plot is taken from the adven- 
tures of an Alexander Selkirk, a sail- 
or who was*cast away on a desert 
island; but Defoe’s imagination has 
made it a fascinating tale. 

The elder readers suffering from 
ennui, yearning for something to sat- 
isfy and yet disgusted with everything 
in sight, would perhaps be surprised 
to find how refreshing and charming 
is the story that only children are 
supposed to read. 


Modern German Classics. 


A number of the leading Germans 
of Europe and America have pre- 
pared, and wil] soon publish in Eng- 
lish, the German classics of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries. 

The purpose of this enterprise is 
to conquer for German culture new 
and ever-widening circles among the 
American population. 

The German classics of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centures figure 
as the first attempt to convey to the 
American and English reading public 
a thorough idea of modern German 
literature. The collection of romances 
by Carlyle, “Hedge’s Prose Writers,” 
from Luther to Schieiermacher; Bas- 
kerville’s “Anthology of German Po- 
_etry,”” have rendered good .service in 
their restricted fields, and, of course, 
there has been no lack of good trans- 
lating of individual German master- 
pieces, particularly of the classical 
period of Weimar and Jena. 

Nevertheless the fact remains that 
for the great mass of the educated 
public In England and America, “Ger- 
man literature’ is identified with the 
names of the once-favorite writers 
of fiction, Miss Marlitt and Prof. Geo. 
Ebers, and many literary critics even 
are of the opinion that with Heine, 
German poetry came to an abrupt 
conclusion, and, with the same sud- 
denness, had been awakened to new 
life by Gerhart Hauptmann. A com- 
plete and radical change In these 
views has taken place during the last 
quarter of a century, and particularly 
so in academic circles. In England 
a great number of very able German- 
ists are endeavoring to present the 
history of German literature to the 
students according to scientific meth- 


enced during the past generation a 
great revival In the study of every- 
thing pertaining to Germany. It is 
almost impossible to enumerate all 
the able and energetic men and wom- 


en who, tn all parts of the country, at 
the universities and colleges are striv- 
ing to forward a better comprehen- 


ods, and in America we have experi-: 


sion of the German character, and 
the multifarious activities of the Ger- 
man nation. The latter, taken in the 
bréadest sense of the word, naturally 
includes the German parts of Austria, 
Switzerland, and the Baltic provinces 
of Russia. 

Thus, over in England and here in 
our own country, a more critical ap- 
preciation of the German Hterature of 
the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
turies has been made possibile, at least 
so far as the younger generation is 
concerned. The best German writers 
of the last half century have been 
revealed to the Anglo-Saxon by high 
school and university. In order to do 
full justice to the great task which 
the German Publication Society has 
set itself, the German classics had 
to fall into line with this movement 

The original conception of the en- 
terprise is due to Dr. Isidor Singer, 
but he would not have succeeded if 
his idea had not been taken up with 
true Yankee pluck, and without 
counting the financial risk, by Messrs. 
Charies 8. Huntley and R. 8. Peale, 
the, well-known publishers of War- 
ner’s Library and Encyclopedia Amer- 
icana. 

The - editor-in-chief of the enter- 
prise is Prof. Kuno Francke, chief of 
‘the German department of Harvard, 
and director of the Germanic museum 
in Cambridge. The administration of 
the work was happy in acquiring the 
active co-operation of about fifty of 
the leading Germanists here and in 
Burope and of the best professional 
and amateur translators in this coun- 
try and in England. A number of 
the greatest specialists in German 
lore have contributed over thirty in- 
troductions to the various volumes 
and biographical essays which, taken 
together, constitute quite an original 


history of modern German literature. 


We will mention only the scholarly 
general introduction to the entire 
work by Prof. Richard M. Meyer, the 
well-known professor of German lit- 
erature at the Berlin University, 
which has been translated into ex- 
cellent English by one of the princi- 
pal translators of the German clas- 
yal Miss Frances H. King of New 
ork. 

In the selection of the authors the 
principle @bserved has been to choose 
only those who have deeply and per- 
manently influenced their time, and 
have enriched the thought of the 
German nation by really original con- 
tributions. Thus so-called “light fic- 
tion” has been entirely excluded. On 
the other hand, men have been in- 
cluded who, althaygh not generally 
counted among the professional! 
writers, have nevertheless influenced 
the intellectual and spiritua) life of 
the German nation so that it is im- 
possible to conceive the nineteenth 
century without them. We mean men 
such as Lassalle, Moltke, Bismarck 
and Emperor William Il. And thus 
the German classics of the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries represent, in 
the truest sense of the word, the evo- 
lution of the German thought during 
the nineteenth and the beginning of 
the twentieth century. Particular at- 
tention should be called to the fact 
that this work does not give more 
extracts and style samples such as 
we generally find in works -of this 
kind, but, as far as possible, repro- 
duces complete works and, in e 
main, those which are most charac- 
teristic of the author.

Nations will 
try to conquer commercial territory 
rather than land, which will be be- 
yond them.

And it is 
declared, whether even a Wilson ad- 
ministration shall like it or not it 
will have to yield to the trend of the 
times if it does not wish to see the 
United States left hopeless by stand- 
ing at the post, and it ts not belleved 
we United States would long tolerate 


Meantime the United States has 
still left fts Department of Commerce 
with its Bureau of Foreign. and Do- 
mestic Commerce and. the latter is 
handsomely alive in reporting busi- 
ness news and conditions abroad, but 
this is called “dollar diplomacy” 
shorn of its wings. Its effect is be- 
HMevyed feeble. The United States, it 
is held, will have to manage its for- 
eign commerce and opportunities as 
the foreign nations are doing, whose 
diplomats are now earning their sal- 
aries and making their influence — 
over the counters of trade. 


IVORY NUTS FOR BUTTONS. 
Grow on a Palm Tree in Northern 
Ecuador and Have Become on Im- 


portant Export Product. i 

{New York Times:] It has been 
something like fifty years, according 
to the bulletin of the Pan-American 
Union, since some rubber gatherers 
in the forests of Northern Ecuador 
first told of a pecullar species of palm 
which they found in great numbers 
whose fruit was a nut resembling in 
form and color the miniature head of 
a negro. These nuts they called 


“negritos,” and upon further investi- Q 


gation it was found that the kernels, 
when thoroughly dried, had the ap- 
pearance and texture of dentine ivory. 
Sample lots of these nuts were shipped 
to Europe for experimental purposes, 
and although at first they were 
thought to be useless, it was soon 
found that they furnished an ideal 
material from which to manufacture 
buttons and other small ornamental 
objects, for which the more expeisive 
ivory had hitherto been used. The 
kernel once thoroughly dried, could 
be sawed, carved and turned on lathes 
into all sizes and shapes_of buttons, 
while the texture of the material is 
such that it readily absorbs dyes and 
also takes on a high and permanent 
polish. Henceforth the ivory nut be- 
came an important product and soon 
added considerable to uador’s 
export trade. About 20,000 tons are 
shipped from that country each year, 
werth about $1,700,000. 

When the nuts are fully ripe they 
are about the size of small potatoes, of 
very hard, white composition, very fine 
grained. As climate affects the de- 
velopment of the tree, so a consider- 
able variation will be found in the. 
form and composition of the nuts that 
grow under conditions of excessive 
rainfall from those that are gathered 
in dry climates. As the tree grows 
wild and uncultivated, the time of 
bearing and life of the tagua palm is 
not definitely known, but those best 
informed claim that they begin bear- 
ing in their sixth year and that the 
length of life is from 50 to 100 years. 

The business of gathering and mar- 
keting ivory nuts has grown up un- 
der the system of long credits which 
obtains in most of the Latin American 
countries. The native gatherers, 
known as taguaros, are as a general 
rule, of the poorer classes, They rare- 
ly accumulate money and-when under 
necessity of earning some for their 
immediate wants, they arrange with a 
local merchant or exporter for an 
advancement of supplies and an outfit, 
with the condition that payment shall 
be made in tvory nuts, or rubber, at 
an agreed price or at the prevalling 
market price when delivered. They 
work in parties of two or more. The 
ouefit generally includes machete. 
an axe, gun, ammunition, pots, and 
supplies of rice, lard and beans or 
lentils. Game, such as partridges 
hawks, squirrels, monkeys, jaguars, 
ete., afford the meat diet. As the 
rivera are the ees for traffic, the 
taguaros travel in canoes, which 
paddied or poled upstream. "te 
Ecuador the largest tagua forests on 

public lands are from three ‘to six 
days’ conoe journey from Esmeraldas. 

During the spare time, materials 
are gathered for a raft upon which to 
transport the fruits of their labors 
down the river to the market. The 
raft is made of the peeled trunks of a 
cork-like tree Called balsa. The logs, 
cut to equal lengths, are fastened to- 
gether by crosspieces held in place by

POOR ECONOMY. 

Money Saved by Builder Who Does 

Not Employ Competent § Architect 

Is Not Wisely Hoarded, 

{Mantel and Tile Monthly:] Strange 
is it not. how often the shrewd 
American workingman, so clever at 
his own trade, deludes himself with 
the idea that when he comes to build 
a house he is saving money by not 
having an architect. 

He knows only too well how much 
skill it takes to design an automobdile 
or to build.a road, or an electric light 
plant, and he would not think of in- 
trugting such tasks as these to in- 
experienced men. 

But when it comes to building his 


own house. where he and his family 
will spend « ...6e part_of their lives, 
he is quite content to leave the su- 
pervision of this matter of guch vi- 
tal consequence to himself entirely in 
the hands of some well-meaning con- 
tractor. who is often without tech- 
nical training, and who, perhaps, 
knows nothing more about the com- 
plex science of building that such ele- 
mentary rudiments as any carpenter 
might pick up in his trade. 

The builder is all very well in his 
place. his proper function is to carry 
out the designs of an architect. 

But often we find the builder em- 
ployed as architect also; to supervise 
himself, to pass upon the question of 
material and conetruction. 

Or else the prospective house own- 


.cheats him. But dishonesty is far 
more rare than ignorant incompe- 
tency. It is no wonder, then, that 


er buys somewhere a cheap. set of 
ready-made plans which he turns 
over to his bullder; or, perhaps, - he 
even falls into the hands of an un- 
scrupulous builder, who, because of 
the lack of supervision, takes advant- 
age of him and skimps material and 


American towns, built up by these 
methods, present so poor a contrast 
to those of Europe. 

In Engiand even the modest homes 
of the workingmen are usually de- 
signed by skilled architects instead of 
being left entirely te contractors.

UGENE N. FOSS, Governor of 
Massachusetts, has championed 
~ the cause of prison reform. This

“The penal administration of a State, 
with its hundreds of henchmen 
forms itself into a powerful political 
machine. Then there is the still 
greater political pewer of the local 
and county institutions, with thelr 
thousands of retainers and favorites. 

“Political control of all this ima- 
chinery its, in some cases, enough to 
ensure political control of the State. 
Therefore the practical politician oft- 
en fighta to maintain the old order 
and keep out those reforms which 
would surely destroy his grip.” 

Then he sounded the keynote of 
his address with these words: “The 
people must take the prisons, re- 
formatories, jafis and houses of cor- 
rection out of politics and keep them 
out. There is no more excuse for 
political administration of a prison 
than for political administration of a 
hospital, a school or a bank.”

All 
necessary expenses such as clerk hire, 
rental of place of business, lighting, 
heating, stationery, livery charges, 
idered as exceptions 
out of the conduct of the 
business. But expenses for medical 
attendance, store accounts, family 
supplies, of domestic servants, 
poard, room or house rent for 
family or personal use will not be de- 
cuctible from groas income in msak- 
ing the returns for net income. 

“Now as to the rates of this tax. 
There is, first the ‘normal rate’ of 
per cent. on all net ‘ncomes not 
over $20,000. The amount of this 
rate is estimated by taking 1 per 
cent. of the net income minus the 
exemption of the $3000 or $4000 al- 
lowable to the person making the re- 
turn. The law also provides for an

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AN EMPLOYERS’ TRADE UNION. 


{EDITORIAL.] 


HE recently reported formation of the “United Kingdom Employers’ 
Defense Union” is a national corollary of the recent development of 


trade unionism in England.

It means simply that the employers of 
labor propose to put into practice the principle that what is sauce for the 
goose ig sauce for the gander, a principle which, curiously enowgh, a pro- 
fessional clase, the doctors who declared a strike against the British insur- 
ance act, was the first_to demonstrate, says the Sun of New York. 

The prime movers in this proposal for an employers’ union are particu- 
lar to disclaim any spirit of antagonism to existing unions; they are actu- 
ated only by a conviction of the necessity for combining to resist demands 
made by the urions that are impossible tc grant, and they hold that had such 
an organization been in existence in 191i at the time of the railway strike 
or again last year during the miners’ strike, these issues might have been 
fought to a finish and a permanent and equitable adjustment secured, which 
was certainly not the case, as made clear in The Times on each occasion. 

The seriousness of the employers’ purpose and the gigantic scale on 
which it is intended to organize the union, which will actually be registered 
in due order as a trade union, is indicated by the fact that they aim to raise 
a guarantee fund of $250,000,000, tewards which substantial amounts have 
already been subscribed. The calls on the fund are not to exceed 7% per 
cent. in any one year, which it is believed will be ample to meet any emer- 
gency. The resources of the union will be applied to protecting men willing 
work and employers willing to employ, to combating boycotting and 
picketing, and generally to resisting any tyranny by trade unions. 

The demands of the English trade unions have of late become so in- 
sistent and often so tyrannous, while at the same time agreements sol- 
emnly «ntered on by union workers have been so frequently disregarded by 
them that ft has long been clear that British employers of labor would be 
compelled to form some sort of an organization to secure bare justice for 
themselves. Are not American employers of labor rapidly being driven to

Agricultural Wages in Ireland. 

The 1,073,238 persons actively en- 
gaged in farm work in Ireland on 
June 1, 1912, comstituted 24 per cent. 
of the total population (4,390,219) 
according to the 1911 ¢ensus, Of this 
number, $10,503 were males and 262,- 
736 females. 

The cash wages of agricultural la- 
borers have increased continuously 
for many years, but the increase in 
real wages has been comparatively 


preciation in the purchasing power 


of money since 1996, says Consul 
Hunter Sharp of Belfast. The ad- 
Vance in wages paid to farm laborers 
is attributed to scarcity of supply of 
labor, consequent on emigration, imi- 
Sration to towns, and other causes. 
The highest wages are paid in the 
eounties of Antrim, Dublin and Down, 
and in the neighborhood of the cities 
of Dublin and Belfast. In certain 
eases the wages of plowmea rise to 
$4.87 per week, but the general aver- 
age in the beter districts of these 
places may be placed ai $3.16 to $3.89 
per week for the plowman class. 
Wages, as a whole, are lowest in Con- 
naught, but the local differences in 
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real wages are often lets than is sup- 


| posed, and real .wages are tending 


more and more to equalize threughout 


the country. The scarcity of tabor 
assists this movemenr, and returns 
from even remote districts indicate 


wages almost as high (that is high 
for Ireland) as those in the better 
known farming districte. In some 


districts, from which there has been 


a considerable migration, the deple- 
tion of iabor has naturally raised 
wages. 7 

In considering what are the real 
wages of agricultural laborers in Ire- 
lami. careful account must be taken 
of the value of allowances and cost 
of board and upkeep of laborers. As 
a rule, full board is estimated at $1.46 
per week, though tn some cases it is 
placed at $1.70 and even $1.95 per 
week. Hence, the real wages of farm 
hands, fed and ledged, who receive 
$1.22 to $1.95 per week in cash, aver- 
age $2.68 to $3.41 and $3.65 per week. 
Laborers who are given the use of a 
cottage, rent free, are aiso usually giv- 
en the use of a rood (one-fourth acre) 
of potato land, or its equivalent, a 
eertain quantity of milk daily, or 
sometimes grass for a cow, fuel, etc. 
The actual cash value of these pay- 
ments in kind varies considerably, but 
it averages 85 centa a week, which, 
added to the wages of the laborers 
having the free use of cottages, gives 
a total ware ranging from $2.43 to 
$3.65 per week. These figures indi- 
eate the range of the real wages of 
agricultural laborers in Ireland, the 
country’s average wage bein $3.04 
per week. When we look ound us 
and see the very uch higher wages 
paid in this cewntry for farm labor. 
California particularly, ft is hard to 
realize why any agricultural labo*er 
remains in Ireland who can “beg, bor- 
row or steal” the money to pay -his 
steerage passage to the United States, 
even if he cannot raise enough more 
to pay his car fare across the conti- 
| nent to the Golder State. 

Wages of temporary farm laborers 
in Ireland have increased in recent 
years, much more than those of per- 
manent hands. At seed-planting time 
in most parts, men’s wages are 56 
to 67 cents per day, In a few parts, 
36 to 49 cents, while women workers, 
though the amount of field work done 
by women has (differing from Ger- 
many, where 3,000,000 women work 
in the fields, to that country’s dis- 
Brace) been decreasing, receive 30 to 
49 cents per day, the usual rate pe- 
ing 36 cents. Wages at turnip thin- 
ning are lower than at seed time (and 
thing are far too low anyway.) They 
run from 49 to 97 cents a day. Men 
flax-pullers get 73 to 97 cents a day 
and 49 to 61 cents for potato raising 
and turnip Hfting. 


American Textiles Wages Increased. 


As regards recent years, wages fn 
the American cotton goods industry 
were 4.5 per cent. lower in 1909 than 
in 1907. After 1909 they increased 
continuously. In the woolen industry, 
following a decrease of 5.3 per cent. 
in 1908, compared with 1907, the ad- 
vance since, has been continuous. The 
fame is true of the silk industry, 
following a 2.6 per cent. decrease in 
1908 from 1907,

TRIKES’ EFFECT 
ON: MEN’S WAGES. 


MONEY FOR WORKERS COMES 
FROM INCOMES. 


The Fruits of Toil Are Not Paid 
of Employer's Pockets Uniess 
He Receives Returns from His In- 
Yestment in Business that Provides 
the Employment. 


The recent bitter labor struggles In 
Leith, Dublin and Cornwall have 
aroused all England to a sense of dan- 
ger from the use of the strike as a 
weapon against the public. Labor 
conditions in England are not so sat- 
isfactory as in the United States. Dis- 
content among the trade unions has 
been widespread, and ever since the 
general railroad strike several years 
aco, when the government deemed it 
necessary to call out the troops, there 
has been a feeling of intense bitter- 
ness between the unions and what 
they mistakenly term the “capitalistic 
clags.”” When the Dublin riots wefe 
in progress not long ago, E ind be- 


‘came greatly agitated lest ‘= general 


strike should develop. This fear led 
to a discussion in the newspapers as 
to whether strikes “paid,” and if so 
to whom were they profitable. 

Naturally a vigorous defense came 
from a considerable section of trade 
unionism. Dut even 
ter the opinion was against the em- 
ployment of a general strike. Two 
ef the most segacious contributions 
to the London Morning Post's sympo- 
sium came from Prof. Willlam Smart, 
a member of the faculty of the Uni- 
versity of Glasgow, and A. A, Mitchell, 
a “free lance ” economist. These 
writers analyzed the strike question 
and discerned what labor is slow in 
seeing—-that the interests of employer 
and employee are not antagonistic, 
but muiual, and that what harme the 
one harms the other. no matter what 
immediate appearances may indicate. 
Prof. Smart shows that Engiand’s 
wealth consists not of “stores,” of 
hoards of gold and jewels capable of 
being confiscated and distributed 
without diminution in value. Eng- 
land's wealth is its “going value,” ita 
productivity. fis capital is invested 
largely in productive enterprises and 
to continue to be capital this wealth 
must make returns. A constant flow 
of income is needed, not only to re- 
munerate the investor, but to recom- 
pense the workman for his labor. 

A strike stops this, anda genera! 
strike aims at the sioppage of the 
entire productive flow of the nation. 
A strike injures the productive itn- 
struments, and the injury is reflected 
in rent, profits, interest and wages. 
Prof. Smart says: 

“While every educated person 
agrees in the entire desirability of 
rising wages, and, I think, expects 
that wages will rise with the natural 
growth of wealth as they have done 
in the last century, it Is very ques- 
tionable whether they can rise by a 
method which, for the time, puts a 
stop to the production of wealth alto- 
gether, and, what is more, injures 
the very sources of that wealth. It 
is a little like miners forcibly pre- 
venting the pumping and ventilation 
of a gold mine, with the idea that 
when the mine its unwatered and 
cleared—months after—they mhy get 
as wages a larger proportion of the 
gold which will again come up the 
shaft. Of all the fallacies with which 
we economists have to fight, perhaps 
the most persistent is that which 
thinks that wages come out of em- 
ployers’ pockets.” 

Mr. Mitchell points out that the 
public, whether in the case of an In- 
dividual or general strike. is the suf- 
ferer, and the striker is a part of the 
public. The encouraging agreement 
reached in nearly all the letters-— 
those from economists and laborers 
alike—-is that the general strike is 
injurious to all, This comes as a com- 
forting assurance to England, which 
of late years has heen sorely harried 
by sympathetic strikes which verged 
on demonstrations of “general” pro- 
portions. The consensus of opinion, 
as far as there letters are concerned, 
is that general strikes, sympathetic 
strikes, even strikes waged in many 
single instances, pay neither employer 
nor employee, but constitute a na- 
tional loss. 

Should Be No Strained Relations. 

[The Protectionist:] When the re- 
lations between capital and labor be- 
come strained to the point of either 
destroying property or deliberately 
voting to turn aside the inflowing cur- 
rents of prosperity, they have passed 
the normal stage. What we want is 
not to plead for the protective sys- 
tem, but to establish the fact that the 
real essential interests of labor, capi- 
tal and the general public are com- 
mon The larger the profits of in- 
dustry, the surer and better the 
wages. The larger the wages to the 
laboring man, the greater the general 
prosperity. There should be no work- 
ing at cross-purposes.

THE STRIKE NEWS OF | 
‘THIS UNEASY WORLD. 


OV. FOSS of Massachusetts in- | 
G timates that if a strike should be 

called on the New Haven Rall- 
Way system against enforcement of 
the “fitness-first’” rule for engineers, 
he will recommend to the Legislature 
the enactment of a law making a 
strike of railroad employees unlawful 
in the State of Massachusetts. 

It is to be hoped that the condi- 
tion will not develop which would call 
upon the Governor to proceed to such 
urging, but if it should develop, the 
Governor's position would be by no 
means so untenable as many might 
regard it at the first thought. 

It is required of the railroads that 
they give efficient service. They are 
under government mandate and re- 
striction. Their employees are a part 
of the railroad system. It may there- 
fore be logically argued that since 
government has taken the right to 
control and regulate the management, 
operation and earnings of the rail- 
roads, its right to control and regulate 
the actions of their nee ‘em- 
ployees cannot be disputed. The New | 
Haven employees have voted to strike 
against the “fitness-firet” rule, which 
is that promotion shall be for fitness 
first, and then for seniority—a very 
proper rule, in the interest primarily 


ing publif, and also of the railroad 
propertyyvand the investments of the 
stockholders and the bondholders. 

The right of individuals to leave 
their employment at any time, for 
any cause, or without cause, may not 
be taken away or restricted by law. 
Coticeivably an organization of em- 
ployees, resorting to action in a body, 
stands in a different relation: to the 
government, espécially because cessa- 
tion of work by all its members would 
disable a railroad, or railroads, from 
serving those requiring trans tion 
and cause great public inconveniehce 
and loss. 

Gov. Foss, a man of much success- 
ful experience in dealing with recal- 
citrant labor organizations, would em- 
body tn a law prohibiting strikes by 
organized railroad employees, provi- 
sions for proper hearing and adjudi- 
cation of any grievances (practically 
compulsory arbitration to which we 
are all verging) that they might have, 
s0 that the prohibition of organized 
strikes would not at all deprive laber 
of any rights or privileges to which 
it is entitled. 

It will be better for all if need of 
so drastic legisiation does not come; 
but if a strike should be called on any 
railroad because of a rule that the 
men best fitted shall have’ the most 
responsible positions, public senti- 
ment would give approval to a law 
that would put upon combinations of 
labor restraint for the “public good, 
corresponding to the restraint which 
the law has placed upon the combina- 
tions of capital which are operating 
railroads. It ig just as fair to punish 
unlawful acts by labor combinations 
as by capital combinations. 

Probably, by the time this fs print- 
ed the great lockout in the entire 
English cotton-roods industry, set for 
October 25, if the Beehive MM strike 
of fifty-five operatives is not settled 
by then, will have occurred. If so, 
it will be the biggest lockout ever ex- 
perienced in the history of the English 
cotton goods trade. Like many other 
recent Finglish labor disputes the diffi- 
culty arises over just one manh—an 
overseer accused of arrogance. by the 
strikers. The complaints were inves- 
timated by the employers’ federation, 
the local Bolton union and the oper- 
atives’ spinners. amalgamation, and 
found to have no basis In fact.

On that they have 
been out ever since. On October 3 the 
federated mills association of employ- 
ers on a full vote decided on a general 
lockout for October 25, falling with- 
drawal of the strike of fifty-five by 
that date. 

More than 100,000 workers will be 
thrown out of employment by the ac- 
tion of fifty-five over only one man, 
and the milis of the weaving and al- 
lied interests will soon stop work, and 
half a million will be without employ- 
ment. In the present condition of the 
British cotton goods trade the employ- 
not lose by closing down 
their mills. whtle the half million 
workers will weekly lose several mil- 
lion dollars wages. Do strikes pay?”

These 
men do not seem to realize that in 
the case of able-bodied men for whom 
work and wages are waiting, public 
charity is a personal disgrace. There 
is lots of that just now in the copper 
strike region of Michigan, where the 
trike is still on in all its violence. 
n Dublin from the food ships each 
person gets a bag of bread and small 
parcels of butter, sugar, tea, jam 
(every Britisher must have his “jam” ) 
and fish, of the total weight of twenty 
pounds. Andon the wharf stands Jim 
Larkin and the other well-fed and 
well-clothed strike leaders, smiling as 
their dupes receive their pauper doles. 
It’s a burning, blasting shame and 
makes the writer’s British blood boil 
to read and write of such self- 
abrogation of British manhood. For 
hours men, women and (children 


waited in the pouring rain for these 
doles of food, all that stood between 
them and starvation. It was a mock- 
ery to have the flags flying and the 
hand playing “Britons Never Will Be 
Slaves.” British labor unionites are 
slaves to that most tyrannical of all 
slavemasters, the British labor union, 
with its 10,000 strike agitators. With 
the exception of the reign of terror in 
Paris in 1789, there has been nothing 


to compare in secretly-plotted violence 


with the present state of affairs in 


Dublin. The only difference is that 
Jim Larken has not been able to set 
up a guillotine. This strike was called 
ithout any ballot by the men, but 
6,000 of them blindly obeyed the 
strike call. This strike is destined to 
ignominiously fail, as it was “con- 
ceived in sin shapen in iniquity.”

New Tube Railway for London. 

“TNewark News:] A new tube rail- 
way, Which is to be built from the 
Strand to the Crystal Palace in Lon- 
don, is to be on the monorail system. 
Another feature will be stations, just 
below the street level, which will 
make elevators unnecessary nd also 
reduce the cost of construction. The 
lines are to leave each station, ac- 
cording to the Lendon Chronicie, with 
a gradient of one in seven. This 
means that speed will quickly attain 
its maximum, and as a similar grade 
will lead up to the next Btation, braves 
are not YTequired to stop the train. 


By a special arrangement at the 
stations passengers will leave the 
train on a @ifferent platform from 
that which they enter. This will fa- 
cilitate the entrance to and exit from 
the trains. 

There will be a three-minute serv- 
ice by day and a twenty-minute serv- 
ice during the night. The time taken 
by the journey will be ten minutes 
and the speed, Inclusive of stops, will 
be forty-one and a half miles per 
hour.

Six hundred sugar refiners at Bat- 
tersea, a suburb of London, are on 
strike. They want their wages raised 
from ® to 12 cents an hour, with 18 
cents an hour for overtime. 

British ship-yard troubles are as 
acute as ever, in spite of the recent 
wage advances and the many repo 
of “settlements.” With the most tur- 
bulent section of shin-yard labor, the 
boilermakers, there has been nothing 
like a settlement at any of the re- 
cent conferences, and there is a big 
crop of troubles outstanding. The 
men are so determined to fight that 
the employers may strike the first 
blow by a general lock-out. Two sec- 
tions of ome union are fighting each 
other, making the matter far worse. 
The men simply wil! not listen to rea- 
son and seem destined to suffer a 
very heavy want of wages loss. It 
would take a column of this paper to 
detail all the points in the dispute, 
many being very trivial. 2 

Last year the British Ratiway Con- 
ciliation Board made 219 settlements 
respecting rates of wages, hours of 
labor and other conditions of service 
of men employed on the ratiways of 
Great Britain. That was good work. 
We need some, or rather a good deal, 
of that kind of work in the United 
States.

Realty Journal Looks Forward to 

Time When Brokers wil Get Re- 

taining Fees for Expert Advice. 

[National Real” Estate Journal:] 
While there cannot be any question 
that the efforts of certain real estate 
organizations and the example of far- 
sighted reat estate men have done 
much to put real estate brokerage on 
a firmer and more professional basis, 
it also cannot be disputed that much 
yet remains to be done in this direc- 
tion. Before the broker can assume 
a position as truly professional as that 
of the lawyer, not only the buying 
and selling public, but the brokers 
themselves must be educated into a 
new attitude. 
_.This campaign of education will be 
fully worth all it costs in time, money 
and effort, for when once complete 
understanding of the truly profession- 
al relationship of the broker is firmly 
established there will be double bus- 
iness for the broker and his income 
will come at least in part from definite 
fees instead of only from the hazard 
of time and money and skill which 
the present one-sided commission: on 
sales basis necessitates. When this 
millennium is attained the appearance 
of brokers representing both sides of 
a transaction will be the rule, just 
as it is with lawyers already, instead 
of the rare exception which now pre- 
vails in real estate conveyances. In 
that favored time clients who now ex- 
pect to pay their lawyers for opinions 
and advice will not expect the real es-

ALL IN KNOWING How. 


Gas Companies Often Blamed for 

Faults Lying With Consumers—The 

Right Way's to Use Lights. 

[National Real Estate Journal:] It 
it real economy to know how to get 
best results from artificial lights, 
whether electricity, gas or kerosene is 
used. If electricity is used there is 
considerable saving by having each 
light placed to reflect its brilliancy. 
Convenient switches for turning off the 
light dave many dollars in a year’s 
time. Usually two lights are placed 
in a dining-room, each thirty-two can- 
dle-power, though often but one need 
be used. 

Place the bathroom lights on each 
side of the mirror. A dining-room 
light should be directed downward, 
necessitating a dome. A kitchen light 
should be located to light the stove 


hand work table. A great convenience 


is to have a long cord attached, that 
the light may easily be moved about 
the room, The stairway light may be 
a dim one, and should be controlled 
at the top of the steps within reach 
of children. A bedroom light switch 
should be placed at the door. 

Gas fixtures should be so placed 
that there will be no danger of cur- 
tain or drapery coming in contact 
with the lights, and the inverted pro- 
duce better lights and the inverted 
styles protect the ceilings and save 
gas. It is not so often poor gas as 
poor burners that Is the cause of a 
dim light. The lava or metal tips 
of gas fixtures, particularly the form- 
er, become clogged quite readily, and 


at once affect the size and quality of 


the flame. As these tips are very in- 
expensive it is always worth while 


to experiment with their renewal be- 
fore complaining of the quality of the 


gas. 


LIKE OASIS IN DESERT. — 


House That Is Unusual and Orig- 
inal Hard to Find According to 
Writer in Eastern Magazine. 
[Suburban Life:] There are really 
but two or three general plans which 
prospective house owners follow. A 
few minor variations on these plans 
eliminate the possibility of monotony 
to the unobserving, but to anyone 
considering these homes from a criti- 
cal standpoint the sameness in es- 
sential outline becomes very monot- 
onous. To such an observer the dis- 
covery of an occasional unusual home 
is like a breath of cool air. It arouses 
his enthusiasm, restores his interest 
and quickens his critical powers. The 
originally planned house appears like 
a fresh oasis in the surrounding des- 
ert of dreary and toneless buildings. 

One of the most interesting of 
these original homes ts located on the 
coast of Massachusetts, at Cohasset. 
This residence is built on the long, 
rambling lines of the oldtime baronial 
halls; its great, beamed center hall 
distinctly recalling the Saxon halls of 
Scott's “Ivanhoe.” But. the broad, 
red, Spanish tile roofs, the wide eaves, 
white stucco walis, jutting balcony, 
and deep terraces hint especially the 
villas of Spain.

SENATOR CUMMINS, 


Thirty-two years ago @ man came 
into the law office of a young attorney 
in Des Moines, Iowa, and said, “We 
are looking for an honest lawyer, and 
have been told that there is one here.” 
“I believe you have come to the right 
place,” said the young man, “but of 
course, being the only lawyer here, I 
feel a delicacy about saying - too 
much.” “Well,” said the other man, 
“my name is Wilson—James Wilson.” 
It was, in fact, the future Secretary 
of Agriculture. 
Thereupon, in that little Des Moines 
office, began an acquaintance which 
resulted in James Wilson breaking all 
records for service tn Presidential 
Cabinets, and led Albert B. Cummins 
to be a leader in State and national 
politics, 

Wilson was spokesman for a com- 
mittee of the Farmers’ Alliance, which 
was fighting the barbed-wire trust— 
the first of all the trusts. It was the 
beginning of a, five-years’ legal bat- 
tle. The case had gone to its last 
appeal and young Cummins found 
himself facing an array of the ablest 
corporation lawyers in a Federal 
As the case proceeded it became evi- 
dent that Cummins was master of 
every detail of the case. After worry- 
ing his opponents for awhile, he 
asked the court to adjourn with him to 
an improvised barbed-wire shop near- 
by, where he had set up some ma- 
chinery that would do the work. The 
court granted his request and the 
points he there demonstrated won the 
case. 

When he was elected Governor the 
first time—1902—the people were with 
him in his.desire to carry out reforms, 
but the Legislature was hostile. The 
same result happened a second time. 
But when he made the race the third 
time the Legislature was in accord 
with his views. Their object was to 
return the government to the hands 
of the people. To make that purpose 
effective they sent him to the United 
States Senate, where he has become 
known as one of the prominent law- 
yers of that body. 

What are the qualities, efther of 
character or achievement, which have 
focussed attention upon Senator Al- 
bert Baird Cummins? It has been 
said that there are 100 men within 
the limits of Iowa that could fill the 
Presidential chair with credit. What 
has brought Senator Cummins to the 
forefront among these able and tal- 
ented politicians and statesmen? 

He was born in Pennsylvania six- 
ty-three years 
academical education, fitted himasgif 
for the career of a civil engineer, be- 
came connected in that capacity with 
the Cincinnati and Ft. Wayne Reail- 
way, studied law in Chicago and prac- 


Des Moines, where he entered upon 
his political career. 

He served a term in the Legislature 
in 1888, was Presidential elector in 
1892, chairman Republican State con- 
vention in 1896, Governor of the State 
three terms beginning with 1902, and 
has been United States Senator since 
1908, and is now regarded one of the 
old war horses of the Republican 


party. 

“He ig an tnteresting and a lovable 
man,” says a writer in Current Lit- 
erature, “even according to his foes. 
When they wish to sneer at him they 
call him ‘handsome Albert.’ He stands 
six feet high, but has none of the 
angularity so often associated with 
western statesmen.” “His drooping 
mustache,” says another biographer.

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 30.—Q.: I am 
mailing you some sand which I take 
io be almost pure quartz in quality, 
and it was taken from a deposit in 
this county. Please test this for me 
and give results through your min- 
eral column. I respectfully ask, also, 
that you will give me some facts re- 
lating to quartz; for instance, which 
of the kinds of quartz is the most 
valuable. Is massive (lump) quartz 
of the same purity like sample Tf! 
mail you worth more or less in the 
commercial usages? What are the 


methods, or process, in preparing 
quartz for the market? You will 
greatly oblige several prospectors 


who take your paper by giving all 
information asked for. B. 8. 
A.: While the sample is 97.80 per 
cent. quartz (silicon dioxide,) it is a 
mixture of molding sand, glass sand, 
and engine eand; carrying (limon- 
itic) tron oxide. 
Commercially valuable massive 
crystalline quartz is chiefly white in 
color: and quartzite (a sandstone) 
“in which the spaces between the 
quartz grains have been completely 
or almost completely filled, either 
through a further deposition of 
quartz between the grains or through 
a fecrystallization of the quartz of 
the original grains. The result is @ 
solid mags of quartz.” We shall con- 
fine our answer to the varieties of 
quartz herein stated and not. add 
flint, shert, and opal stlica to the list.

GOVERNMENT TO 
SOLVE PROBLEM. 


Fume Trouble, 


Big Campaign on to Control 
Smelter Vapors. 


Divers Will Mine Feather 
River Gold. 


[Special Correspondence of The Times] 

REDDING. Oe¢t. 23.—That the smel- 
ter-fume problem will soon be solved 
to the satisfaction of all interests, is 
the opinion expressed by Dr. J. A. 
Holmes, director of the bureau of 
mines. Dr. Holmes visited Redding 
last week, at the express request of 
the farming element, to look into 
smoke conditions in Shasta copper 
fields. He informed the farmers that 
the Federal government is carryiyer on 
extensive experiments t> devise a sat- 
isfactory method for subjugating the 
sulphur dioxide fumes, and hat over 
forty experts are engaged in the work. 

A method somewhat resembling the 
Hall process but differing from it in 
principal particulars, is nearing per- 
feetion under the supervision of Prof. 
F. G. Cottrell, inventor of the Cottrell 
electrolytic system of treating furnace 
fumes. In the Hall desulphurizing 
process the sulphur is separated from 
ores and collected in a wet state, but 
with the Cottrell method the sulphur 
is kept absolutely dry in all periods 
of treatment. By this means forma- 
tion of sulphuric acid and other ob- 
jJectionable solutions is effectively pre- 
vented. 

Dr. Holmes describes the new Cot- 
trell method as supplemental to the 
Hall process, and believes it wil! prove 
thoroughly efficient in preventing the 
escape of noxious gases into the at- 
mosphere. Other methods are being 
tested by the government experts, and 
the director expressed himself to the 
agriculturists as being confident that 
the smelters would soon be in a posi- 
tion to operate without damage to veg- 
etation. 

The news of the pleasing results 
achieved by the Bureau of Mines’ ex- 
perts is of prime importance to min- 
ing men throughout the West, and 
particularly to California, inasmuch as 
an absolutely satisfactory process for 
controlling smelter smoke would fa- 
cilitate erection of large reduction 
Plants near Los Angeles and other 
metropolitan centers. 

WILL DIVE FOR GOLD. 

The bed of the Feather River is tuo 
be mined for gold by divers the com- 
ing winter. A. B. Knapp and two as- 
sistants recently established headquar- 
ters in Oroville and have arranged to 
work the river bed in deep-sea diving 
suits. For ages the storms of win- 
ter have sluiced vast quantities 
gold-bearing earth and gravel into th» 
Feather and its forks, while the activi- 
ty of hydraulic miners in the early 
years of the State sent enormous 
quantities of debris into the stream. : 


of restraining dams and similar de- 
vices have been unsuccessful, but 
Knapp believes that divers can recover 
nuggets and much coarse gold, as 
pearls are dived for in Asiatic ports. 
This is the first known attempt ever 
made to recover gold by diving in Call- 
fornia, and the project is attracting 
much attention, as its practical appli- 
cation would adi another source of 
revenue to the placer mining operators 
of the Btate. 

A new dredging company its about 
to start gold mining on the American 
River, near Auburn. The hull of the 
new dredge has been launched by the 
El Dorado and Placer Gold Dredging 
Company, and equipment will be im- 
mediately placed on board. The com- 
pany owns two miles of placer ground 
along the American, stretching from 
Oregén Bar to Poverty Bar. 

DEVELOPING COAL 


The Shasha Valley Coal Company is 
developing a coal mine twelve miles 
northeast of Yreka, which promises 
to become the most important prop- 
erty of its type in California. Several 
seams of good-quality coal have been 
demonstrated, and heavy shipments 
of the product are being made to 
Yreka, Montague, Hornbrook and 
other towns for domestic consump- 
tion. The mine is the only coal pro- 
ducer in this portion of California. 

The Balaklala Copper Company has 
purchased an illuminating gas plant 
in Los Angeles and is shipping the 
apparatus to Coram. The plant has 
a capacity of 30,000 cubic feet of gas 
per minute, and will be used in con- 
junction with the Hall desulphurizing 
process. The company at first em- 
ployed a small producer gas plant, 
which proved completely inadequate. 
The new plant will develop a far 
greater number of heat units. 

The Santa Barbara owners of the 
Niagara mine, near Grass Valley, are 
reopening the property. The shaft 
has been cleaned out, surface equip- 
ment overhauled and arrangements 
are made to prosecute vigorous de- 
velopments. The mine has been a 
good producer, although never devel- 
oped to any marked extent. Several 
years ago Letsen Balliet secured the 
property and made it the principal 
center of his wildcat stock schemes, 
with the result that he learned a few 
inner secrets of prison life-—picked 
up on the Ingide. It is stated the 
Santa Barbara people have ample 
funds for the development of the mine 
on a comprehensive scale. 

Leading owners of the Springfield 
Tunnel and Development Oompany 
are contemplating an increase of the 
capitalization from $200,000 to $500,-

In a. few instances, however, a de- 
erease seems to have been partially 
due to dullness following a year of 
over-production. Gains during some 
years have of course been slignt, but

LEADS THEM ALL. 

Of the total copper product of 
world in 1912, which amounted to 
2,251,311,770 pounds, the United 
States produced considerably more 
than half. The nearest competitor 
in world production was Mexico; that 
country’s output was, however, only 
158,760,000 pounds. In 1912, Japan 
produced 146,853,000 pounds, rank- 
ing third, whiie other leaders in the 
industry and their product, were as 
follows: Spain and Portugal, 146,853,- 
000 pounds; Australia, 131,175,450; 
Chile, 105,399,000; Canada, $3,569,500. 
In no instance did the production of 
any other country equal that of the 
United States eighteen years ago. 

A significant development in its 
relation to this part of the country 
has been the rapid rise in importance 
of Arizona as a copper-producing 
State during the past decade. For 
the last three years it has ranked 
well above its two close competitors, 
Michigan and Montana. Four years 
ago Montana succeeded in surpassing 
Arizona with a production of nearly 
315,000,000 pounds, against the lat- 
ter’s 297,000,000. In 1907 and 1908 
Arizona ranked first, however, but 
previous to that time it took second 
and third place. 

From 1845 to 1912 Arizona  pro- 
duced 2,853,655,.207 pounds of cop- 
per, or about 21.86 per cent. of the 
total output of the country. For 
this period Michigan and Montana 
naturally take, higher rank tn their 
production, as the industry developed 
earlier in those States. Montana 
yielded 33.51 per cent. of the total 
output and Michigan 29.53 per cent. 

The three States mentioned stand 
pre-eminent in the industry, for the 
nearest rival is Utah, which during 
the fifty-eight-year period yielded 
only 5.27 per cent. of the country's 
total output. 

THREE STATES LEAD. 

In all there were twenty-one States 
and territories producing copper in 
1912, and of these the three leading 
ones referred to yielded 72 per cent. 


4of the country’s output, while when 


the product of five others, Utah, Ne- 
vada, Alaska and New Mexico, is in- 
cluded, it is found that eight states 
produced over $7 per cent. of the 
total output for 1912. 

Nevada has been gaining promi- 
nence in the industry during the 
past few years, its output having in- 
creased from 150,000 pounds in 1903 
to 83,413,900 pounds in 1912. The 
increased yield of the Ely distric 
and lately the production of the 
Yerington district, have been re- 
sponsible for the growth of the in- 
dustry in that State. 

New Mexico’s output showed quite 
a eurprising increase from 2,860,400 


pounds in 1911 to 29,170,000 pounds 


in 1912, due to the yield of the Chino 
Copper Company in Santa Rita dis- 
trict. New Mexico was undoubtedly 
the first section to produce copper in 
any quantity in this country, it be- 
ing recorded that some was mined in 
the latter part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury.

BIG FOREIGN TRADE. 

Foreign trade in copper is one of 
the leading assets of the industry. 
While the total production of the 
country was nearly 1,250,000,000 
pounds last year, 775,000,000 pounds 
were exported. However, there was 
imported into the country’in the form 
of ore, matte, regulus, bars, ingots, 
plates, etc., over 410,000,000 pounds. 
More than one-third of the copper 
shipped out In 1912 went to Germany; 
the Netherlands got over 150,000,000 
pounds, and France, in excess of 130,- 
000,000. Exports to the United King- 
dom were over 95,900,000 pounds, as 
compared with nearly 116,000,000 in 
1911. ‘ 

Total exports for 1912 were some- 
what lighter than for 1911, and Im- 
ports for the earlier year were also 
light. Domestic consumption during 
1912 was very heavy, however, the 
Copper Producers’ Association

Copper is refined at thirteen plants, 
eight of which use the electrolytic 
method and four the furnace process, 
while at Buffalo one uses a combina- 
tion of the two.

A Waterless and Liquoriess Island. 

[Chicago Record-Herald:] Recent 
investigations on the little-known and 
rarely visited Henderson or Elizabeth 
Island have led t6 the discovery of 
@ complete and curious little colony 
of soological total abstainers. The 
isiand, which is uninhabited, is sit- 
uated about 120 miles northeast of 
Pitcairn Island—iteelf sufficiently out 
of the way, but famous as the home 
of the descendants of the mutineers 
of the Bounty. There is no water on 
it, not even a swamp, and it is only 
six miles long; yet it harbors quite a 
menagerie—a kind of rat, a lizard, 
Geacribed as very abundant, and no 
fewer than four kinds of birds, all 
peculiar to the island. These are a 
fruit pigeon, a lorikeet, or honey-eat- 
ing parrakeet, a little rail or crake, 
and a reedwarbier. The strange thing 
about the inmates of this curious lit- 
tle natural aviary of coral rock, sur- 
rounded by waves instead of wires, is 
that two of its inmates are birds, one 
especially associated with fresh wa- 
ter—the rail and the warbier. These, 
like the rest, must do without drink- 
ing, unless the dew can siake their 
thirst or they have acquired tolera- 
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from the quarry, or it may first be 
highly heated in kilns and then frac- 
tured by turning upon ft a stream of 
cold water.” “In the dry 
method of treatment the quartz is 
usually crushed first in a jaw crushed 
and then between crushing rolls.

The grade of quartz called for in the 
uses stated must be free from iron. 
“In general the analysis should show 
less than one-half of 1 per cent. of 
iron oxide. Finely ground quartz is 
ased in paints in various proportions 
up to one-third of the total pigment 
used. Its chemical inertness  pre- 
vents it from combining with other 


constituents of the paint and in-_| 


creases the resistance of the paint to 
the weather. Crystalline quartz is 
superior to silica sand for this pur- 
pose because the ground particles are 
highly angular and tend to attach 
themselves more firmly to the painted 
surfaces, thus giving the paint what 
is known as a “tooth” and after some 
wear affording a good surface for re- 
painting. This angularity of the 
grdins also renders the ground crys- 
talline quartz superior to silica sand 
in the manufacture of wood : fillers. 
In scouring soaps and . polishers 
ground crystalline quartz is prefered 
to silica sand, not only because of its 
greater angularity, but because of its 
superior whiteness.” 
We regret that will not per- 
mit a more full reference to the able 
article of Bdson 8. Bastin on “Quartz 
and Feldspar,” in “Mineral Re- 
sources of the United States” (Part 
2 Non-Metale, 1910.) The boys in 
the hills are referred to the publica- 
tion as of great value.

For your information on books 
“that furnishes scientific (7) data re- 
lating to burning lime” you are po- 
litely referred to any work on chem- 
istry; including primers on chemistry. 
Furthermore, write to or consult the 
farmers of Pennsylvania, who’ burn 
itmestone for their own use. To prac- 
tically acquaint yourself with the art 
of lime-burning consult “Mineral Re- 
sources of the United States.” 

You ask for information on the 
“heat units required to separate the 
carbonic dioxide from the calcium 
oxide in a given weight of Hme rock.” 
What in the name of Bryan's grape 
juice is carbonic dioxide? We never 
heard of it. If you mean carbon 
dioxide and will’specify the variety 
of limestone the question might be 

ered. If we were dealing with 
plre lime carbonate (Carrara mar- 
ble,) the problem would be “easy,” 
but limestones carrying alkalies, iro 
oxides, aluminum saflicate, pyritics, car- 
bonaceous matter with other impuri- 
ties (the greater per cent. of lime- 
stone is impure) leaves us to reply to 
your question, that the units of heat 
required are found in the fuel used 
and at a red-hot temperature. 

To obtain “618.005 short tons of 
lime burned it requires 333.665 cords 
of wood.” We are dealing with prac- 
tical facts, and including all varieties 
of limestone from the high calcium 
variety; to the high magnesian- 
dolomitic grades, and the aluminous- 
iron oxide lime carbonates. You can 
now work out the theoretical heat 
unite contained in the wood to your 
own satisfaction. 
ture of high calcium stone was found 
to be 1.616 deg. F., and of magnesium 
carbonate to be 1.3823 deg. F.’ Car- 
bon dioxide can be determined by the 
use of an alkalimeter, and “the rate 
of hydration by means of a calorime- 
ter.” To estimate the value of fuel 
(wood is a very complicated sub- 
stance) determine the relative heating 
powers of the fuel used, by ascertain- 
ing the amount of water raised from 
the temperature of 32 deg. F. to 212 
deg. by combustion of a standari 
weight of the different kinds of fuel;
